drcdit available for capital expan 
sion provided 
the nation's credit 


system is not abused 
by excessive 


speculation. 


This is the concensus of the au- 


thorities here who have been observ- 
ing the satisfactory response of the 
credit machinery of the nation to the 
warning issued last February by the 
Federal Reserve board. 


The phenomenon of an unprece- 


dented growth in trade* and a great- 
er than normal increase in produc- 
tion, without a corresponding1 in- 
crease in the volume of credit, is tak- 
en to mean that the 
capital re- 


sources of the country are being: aug- 
mented materially. It is ;estimated 
that $15,000,000,000 of new income Is 
annually coming out 'of the national 
wealth of the United "States and the 
question which the Federal Eeserve 
board and other agencies of credits 
are trying- to determine is how much 
of this will be available for the issu- 
ance of securities to finance Ameri- 
can enterprises both in the domestic 
and the foreign fields.

The flotation of bonds and stocks 


for new enterprises or • the expan- 
sion of existing businesses is regard- 
ed as the function tor new. capital 


• au'd not the fields o"f bank funds. To 


the extent that banking institutions 
must carry ne\v/issues 'of securities 
until they are absorbed by the public, 
it is conceded here' that temporary 
uses of bank-funds are legitimate. If, 
however, large quantities of money 
are used for the purpose of specu- 
lating in securities, the opportunity 
for new capital to be used to take 
care of the 
growing needs of ex- 


panding business is thereby dimin- 
ished. 


The idea held in responsible quar- 


ters here is that there is an abun- 
dance of capital for all business pur- 
poses but that credit from now on 
must be regulated from a qualitative

* New York — UP)— A French count 
and 19 otner men" "said fe Tie. the 
principals-fin an international 4iquor 
syndicate were arrested today in a 
series of raids by; two score under- 
cover agents. 


The count. Maxence de Poliganc 


was arrested in his suite in the fash- 
ionable Savoy Plaza hotel. 
Other 


agents simultaneously 
close in on 


the alleged headquarters of the ring 
which also was in Fifth-ave, in a 
building across the street from the 
Flatiron building at Madison square. 


At seven other places raid\s also 


were conducted, prisoners taken and 
thousands of dollars' worth of assort- 
ed liquors seized. 


William J. Calhoun. chief of the 


undercover men, said that the syn- 
dicate operated like a big business 
organization, with salesmen, 
office 


force, and a complete delivery sys- 
tem. The liquor was stored in ware- 
douses. 


The count was described as the 


European agent of the group and 
the raids were precipitated when it 
was learned that he had taken pas- 
sage to leave for France tomorrosy. 


Calhoun said that all would be 


prosecuted under the Jones 
law 


which provides for a prison sen- 
tence of five years and a fine of $10,- 
000. 


After questioning the count at the 


sub-treasury building Calhoun said 
that millions of dollars were involv- 
ed in the syndicate's transactions. 


Bail for the count was fixed at 


$25,000 and for the others at sums 
ranging from $2,500 to $10,000.

of the revised farm bill, which be- 
came available today, led some farm 
leaders to believe

the appropriation of 


?50Q;000,000 to stabilize agriculture. 


The section pertaining to the au- 


thori^ation of the revolving 
fund 


reads as follows: 


"There is hereby authorized to be 


appropriated the sum of $500,000,- 
000 whcih shall be made available 
by the congress as soon as practic- 
able after the approval of this act 
and shall constitute a rex-olving fund 
to be administered by the board as 
provided in this act." 


Another aspect of the farm bill as 


reported by the confeernce commit- 
tee is the wording* " of the section 
relating to the function of a stabiliz- 
ation corporation. This sectiori reads 
as follows: 


"Any stabilization corporation for 


an agricultural commodity (1) may 
act as a marketing agency for its 
stockholders or members in prepar- 
ing, handling, storing, 
processing 


and merchandizing for their account 
any quantity of 
the agricultural 


commodity or its food products and 
(2) for the purpose of controlling any 
surplus in the commodity, . . . ". 
may 
prepare, 
purchase, 
handle, 


store, process and merchandize oth- 
wise than for the account of 
its 


stockholders or members, any quan- 
tity of the agricultural commodity 
or its food products, whether or not 
such commodity 
or products 
are 


acquired from its ' stockholders 
or 


members." 


,The measure specifically provides 


that farmers holding stock in stabil- 
ization corporations "shall not be 
subjected to assessment ior any loss- 
es incurred in surplus control oper- 
ations- of the corporation."

The total reported blind population 


of the state was 2,761 and the board 
of control audit reveals that 1,201 
were receiving pensions of .which 743 
were men and 458 women. There 
were 1,001 continued and 200 new 
pensioners on the rolls in 1928 and 
the report shows that 439 were mar- 
ried, 418 single, 276 were widowed, 33 
separated, 27 divorced, and 8 were 
unknown. The age of the pensioners 
varied from 18 years to 102 years. 
The majority of the pensioners fill 
in the group 70 to 30 years. 


The audit further reveals 
that 


the state's appropriation of $50,000 
was pro-rated each county receiving 
about 17 per cent, of the amount 
they expended instead of the one- 
third which the law contemplates 
should be paid. The average pen-

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PUBLIC UTILITY RATES 


There have been several 
hearings 


and a good deal of discussion 
before 


the legislature over the public utility 
controversy, the most recent o\ er a 
resolution directing the 
appointment 


of a special committee to investigate 
both the railroad and tax commissions 
and look into the regulations and tax- 
ation of our public utilities, with the 
intention, no doubt, of ascertaining 
Avhether or not the charges of public 
utilities in the state of Wisconsin are 
reasonable or excessive. If such a com- 
mittee were* composed of the requisite 
ability to inquire into, comprehend 
and report impartially upon the ques- 
tions submitted to them, no doubt the 
expenditure for the purpose would be 
well justified. But because of the great 
number, the hundreds of public utili- 
. ties in the state, each existing under a 


"• different situation from another, each 


- with a score or more different elements 
ventering into its 'cost, its upkeep and 
its operation, the work of the commit- 
tee would be in fact^ duplication of 
the work of the commission. It would 
'probably take years of arduous and in- 
-tensive study and its report could be, 
hardly less extensive than the 
many 


volumes that go to make up the re- 
ports of the railroad commission alone. 


Some members of the legislature ad- 


vance the thought that the utilities 


jare getting more than a fair return 


upon a reasonable amount of money 
invested in their respecth e plants. 
Some believe that utility rates could be 
forced down by-giving each municipal- 
ity the right to erect a plant of its own 
in competition. This may sound good 
on a superficial view but can hardly be 
advanced seriously by anyone who has 
any comprehension of the power of 
the state in the situation. Why have a 
municipality, perhaps already bearing 
a heavy bond issue, spend another mil- 
lion dollars or more in order to force 
down rates that the state has the right 
to force down without the expenditure 
of a cent; and if the rates upon inquiry 
are not found to be excessive how can 
a municipality, getting only a part of 
the business, expect to compete with 
the rates of an established utility? 
It 


does not seem like a wise procedure. It 
does not appear that it will accomplish 
anything except a further burden of 
^debt. 


Everyone knows, or should 
know, 


that the state of Wisconsin has the 
power to fix the rates of utilities so 
long as it does not put those rates at 
a figure that will mean confiscation of 
the utility's property,or in other words 
;so long as it permits the utility to 
charge rates that will give it a reason- 
able return upon the moneys it has 
fairly invested for the public use. 


The most impractical thing about 


the situation as it exists arises from 
the fact that when the utility and the 
municipality disagree as to rates the 
utility with its trained personnel occu- 
pies a position of advantage because of 
its ability to present in the best light 
its side of the controversy. The cities 
have no such trained personnel, 
are 


generally unfamiliar "with what is go- 
ing on about them, are required 
to 


spend large sums for suitable legal and 
engineering talent and v. hen they do 
so are seldom satisfied with the result?. 
Jt ought to be clear that were the mu- 
nicipality to build another utility, thus 
only duplicating an investment as well 


-.~as duplicating its cost of operation 
,-'there is little likelihood of reduction in 


tratcs except as the municipality may 
' 'fool itself by liquidating 
its 
losses 


'through general taxation.

reasonably high, and

arp 'jnarle ivtrh tlip rate? of public 
utilities in other states_and countries. 
It is easy to make such comparisons'to 
prcne almost anything and yet accom- 
plish nothing, but it is noticeable that 
those who are loudest in making these 
claims are silent when it becomes nec- 
essary to frame constructive legislation 
to give relief..Jf their claims be true, it 
ought not to be a difficult thing, con- 
sidering the 
fact 
that the 
state is 


clothed with ample power, to reduce 
the rates to the basis where they be- 
long. The question involved is not one 
that belongs on the political platform 
where -wild and extreme statements are 
made for the purpose of getting votes. 
but one that calls for judicial hearing 
and decision before a body represent- 
ing the peeple. and which must deal 
with the facts as the}- actually exist in 
Wisconsin. 


CURING GANGSTERS 


Anyone who regards gangsters and 


racketeers as romantic is making an 
absurd mistake, says (Dr. William J. 
Hickson of the 'Chicago municipal 
court. He has examined 40.000 crim- 
inals, and finds certain definite char- 
acteristics running through nearly all 
of them. The typical gangster, he says, 
comes from a defective family and is 
defective himself. He is usually dull 
mentally, and always dull emotionally. 
His crimes are not for passion, 
but 


merely in the line of business. "He 
commits murder without a quickening 
of the pulse—with no more emotion 
than would grip an ordinary person 
saying- 'How do you do' to an ac- 
quaintance. And he marches to the 
electric chair (on rare occasions, of 
course) with 
the 
same 
unconcern. 


There is no sense of industry in his 
make-up. Xeither has he love, 
hate, 


fear or revenge. 
He is incapable of 


feeling remorse for the mos't heinous 
crime, is markedly superstitious, and 
talks much about religion.'' 


•Gang leaders may appcar-Hitelligent. 


They are actually above the ave/'age in 
mental ability. But like all their kind, 
they arc marked by "feeble-minded af- 
fcctivity.'' 
That is. they are 
feeble- 


minded in' their feelings. And educa- 
tion "only fits them for bigger 
and 


better crimes." What to do with them, 
then? Catch them early, suggests Dr. 
Hickson. Cull them out at school by 
careful examination, before they are 
big enough to become gangsters. Then 
segregate them on state farms. 
Cure 


those who arc curable. 
Usually, he 


thinks, it would mean Segregation— 
not punishment, but separation from 
normal society—for the rest of their 
Ihes. It sounds drastic. 
And it is 


doubtful whether we know enough yet 
to do this without mistakes 
and in- 


justices. But \\ e may come to it even- 
tuallv.

—I mean no competent medical. or 
health authority — I think it fair 
and reasonable • to assume there'* is 
no definite disease identified under 
thejiame of "the common cold." In- 
deed, that is precisely why the doc- 
tors OT research students who would 
tell us what causes and how to pre- 
vent "the 
common cold'' 
refrain 


from telling us definitely what it 
is. "The common cold" is pure a the- 
oretical conception, not a scientific- 
fact. It seems to be impossible to 
produce a "common cold" by means 
of any of the predisposing or caus- 
ative factors these near-scientists of 
the 'medical world w ould have us ac- 
cept as responsible for the vague ail- 
ment. 


It is' absurd to imagine that any 


serum, vaccine, bacterm or "shots" 
will immunize one against "colds." 
unless the vaccine or 
bacterin 
is 


made from the specific germs iso- 
lated by cultures from the individual 
lesions. In other words you must 
have a hair of the dog that bites you 
if you hope to acquire in this way 
sufficient immunity to diminish the 
frequence, or the i,e\eHty of the at- 
tacks. 


All of our soldiers in the world war 


were immunized against typhoid fev- 
er; that protected them Horn typhoid 
but of course it didn't protect them 
Again the flu. Immunity is always 
specific, never general. One might 
acquire immunity against, sav diph- 
theria, sufficient to prevent that dis- 
ease in ordinary circumstances, but 
it would not make one less liable to 
have meningitis er tonsillitis: diph- 
theria immunity 
is effective 
only 


against the diphtheria bacillus or its 
toxin. It is effective only in sufficient 
degree to protect against all ordin- 
ary infection viith diphtheria; an im- 
munized 
child 
might 
conceivably 


have diphtheria if exposed to an ov- 
eiwhelming1 infection, just as a per- 
son may liave measles a second time.

Eye Strengthening Obsession 


Kindly tell roe whether the regular 


use of a boracic acjd eye wash will 
strengthen the eye. (Mrp. E. M.) 


Answer — This is a frequent que- 


ry. Evidently there 
a vague im- 


preasion that boric acid has some 
remedial effect on, the eyes. It has 
no such effect. Boric (formerly called 
boracic) and dissolved in water — say 
a level teaspoonful of boric acid in 
a pint of boiled water — makes an 
antiseptic which is not very irritat- 
ing to the eyes and is 
therefore 


much used, as it is cITeap. I believe 
too prolonged or habitual use of ev- 
en this safe antiseptic is rather in- 
jurious to the eyes. If you wish to 
wash the eyes, use the best imitation 
of tears you can make — rounded 
teaspoonful of table salt in the pint 
of boiled water. This is less irritat- 
ing than boric acid. Except in cer- 
tain acute > inflammations or injur- 
ies, there is no advantage in using 
antiseptics in the eyes.
